Our school officials are looking 
forward to and preparing for 
higher cost.s for the conduct of 
the schools the coming year, In 
line with other advancing costs, 
higher salaries, etc. 

At a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, Monday evening, to¬ 
gether with Superintendent Skutt 
and former Superintendent Henry 
P. Korsmeler, the budget for the 
coming year, July 1, 1946 to July 
1, 1947, was adopted. 

It was estimated that the sum 
of S94,383 will be required to 
cover expenses as compared with 
$76,103 the past year. 

The Budget is published in this 
Issue of the NKW3 showing that 
the sum of $45,000 must be raised 
by District taxes, which with cash 
on hand, state aid and other 
sources of revenue will provide 
the amount needed. 

An Itemized statement of the 
cost of running the Cafeteria is 
Also included although no part of 
that comes from taxes but en¬ 
tirely from the sale of food. It 
Is estimated that Cafeteria sales 
will amount to $9,000 the coming 
year as compared to $7,533 the 
past 12 months.

WOMAN’S CLUB LAUNCHP]S PROGRAM 
OF RELIKF WITH CLOTHING DRIVE 
MATERIAL TO BE SENT DIRECT 


Approval of the subdivision of 
the Ralph M. Jones property in 
Southeast Sierra Madre. as pro- 
po.sed in the original petition, was 
voted at a session of the city 
council Tuesday evening. The 
council also heard complaints of 
conge.sted parking conditions on 
Montecito street, reports of local 
rent increases and threatened 
eviction of tenants. 

Despite some local opposition 
to the e.stablishment of a dead¬ 
end street in the new subdivision, 
no opposing voice was raised at 
the session, and the council ap¬ 
proved the’ measure without a 
dissenting vote. 

Located north of Orange Grove 
Avenue in the Southeast part of 
the city, the .subdlvi.slon will be 
built on either .side of a dead¬ 
end street that will open onto 
Orange Grove but which wili not 
continue through to Mountain 
Trail Avenue, according to the 
development plans. 

Complaints by the E. K. Wood 
Lumber Co. and the Southern 
California Gas Co. that their 
driveways are being blocked by 
parked cars on Montecito Street 
were referred to the police d«« 
partment. 

A letter was read containing 
charges of exorbitant rent In¬ 
creases and threatened eviction 
of tenants within the city. The 
legal opinion was expressed by 
Citv .Vttomey Thomas A. Rey¬ 
nolds that a 30-day notice is re¬ 
quired bv a landlord before rent 
can legally be Increased or evlc- 
tlon.s aetod tipon. Mayor Milton 
Stoinberger pointed out that since 
both the Federal and State gov¬ 
ernments are working on rent 
control measures, all city gov¬ 
ernments are now being advised 
to hold up action in that realm. 

A proposal that zoning regula- 
tion.s be lifted during the present 
emergency. to permit trailer 
camps in the city and to create 
multiple family dwellings in one 
family zones, was referred to the 
planning commission.

Whether your lawn lives or dies 
may be determined by the manner 
In which it is watered. Probably 
more lawns perish through lack 

of moisture than from any other 
■ingle cause. 

It Is quite true that sprinkling 
systems, by making the job so 

easy, have contributed largely to 
the poor appearance of much grass 
area. It has become too easy to 

turn off the sprinklers. 

Probably not one amateur in 
fifty pays sulllclent attention to the 
matter of watering his lawn. The 
ground actually should be soaked. 
The moisture must be allowed ev¬ 
ery possibility for seeping through 
the upper soil levels and penetrat¬ 
ing to the lower depths. Any other 
treatment is sure to encourage 
shallow rooting, a condition that 
can not possibly support a healthy 
top growth. 

The feeding roots of grasses, as 
well as of all other forms of plant 
life, seek out their food and mois¬ 
ture supply. They grope for mois¬ 
ture. If the soil deep down is damp 
then the roots will grow downwards, 
a condition that is highly desired. 
But light sprinkling provides only 
a little moisture on the surface and 
the roots curl up towards this damp 
area. 

Then some day a hot wind dries 
out the surface and the root zone 
becomes entirely arid. The roots 
thus have lost their water supply 
and the grass takes on a withered 
and dying appearance. But if the 
moisture has soaked into the soil 
for several Inches then this area 
docs not become adversely affected 
by the wind. And the grass roots

Annuals grown for cut flowers 
serve a dual purpose. They add a 
great show of color to the outdoor 
g.ardcn and may also be utilized to

Not all annual flowers lend them¬ 
selves to this use. Good flowers I 
should have a capacity for Lngj 
life after being cut; the stems' 
should not be too short or it may he ' 
difficult to display them in an ade¬ 
quate Vase; their odor, if any, must 
be ple.Tsanf, since an obnoxiou.- 
odor can not be tolerated in a cut:

ters. But when I was about to 
leave Dublin, one of the sisters 
—perhaps as a gesture of com¬ 
pensation—offered to grive me a 
letter to Bernard Shaw In London, 
which I accepted—as a gesture of 
compensation. Now, even at that 
time I had begun to feel that 
being Introduced to famous, busy 
persons, tanless it came about cas¬ 
ually and without requiring a 
special appointment cm their part, 
could easily be an embarrassing 
encounter. It Is presumptious at 
best, it seemed to me, to take 
up the grreat one’s time simply 
to have the satisfaction of meet¬ 
ing him—and then being able to 
say so! In the case of Bernard 
Shaw, whom I greatly admired, 
my feeling of presumption was 
tripled. However, since Miss 
Yeats, one of his good friends, 
had given me the letter, I sent it 
to his address when I arrived In 
London, and was. I admit, gfreatly 
relieved to receive a prompt note 
from his secretary saying that 
Mr. Shaw had just left for the 
French Riviera and would not 
return to London until September. 

I did, however, keep my ap¬ 
pointment with Mr. Robin Flower, 
whom I had also met In Dublin, 
to look him up at the British 
Museum, to see some of the rare 
manuscripts, of which he was 
one of the curators. The vast 
Briti.sh Museum is a fascinating 
place, from the gallery of Its 
popular round reading room, sim¬ 
ilar to that In our Library of 
Congress, to the quiet, locked 
rooms where repose so many of 
the unique treasures of past ages. 
Mr. Flower took several of the 
rarer manuscripts from their 
locked cases and allowed me to 
turn their fine old vellum pages, 
their margins richly Illuminated 
with curious drawings and scroll 
work by patient monks and 
scribes in their cloistered cells 
centuries before America was 
discovered. There were droll 
bestiaries with their quaint draw¬ 
ings of animals obviously never 
seen by the artist, a 2ni century 
maniiscript of the Latin poems 
of Statius, who died in 96 A.D.. 
and the huge book containing 
the Codex Aureus, made for the 
Emperor Charlemagne in th e 
800'a. In a case in one of the 
public rooms Mr. Flower showed 
me the famous Cotton M.S. of 
the Old English epic of Beowulf 
—whose printed text I had re¬ 
cently been strugglino' with in the 
original tongue. This priceless 
manuscrlnt had a narrow escape 
from a destructive fire In West- 
mini.ster In 1731—marks of which 
it still shows. Mr. Flower also 
took me to the room containing 
the sculptured bas-relief friezes 
from the Parthenon, secured to 
the nation in 1816 bv the much 
discus.sed and criticized efforts of 
Lord Elgin, and thenceforth 
known as the Elgin Marbles. We 
also saw the recently made Pen¬ 
nsylvania Univer.sity British Mu- 
.seum collection from the excava¬ 
tions in Ur of Mesopotamia 
among which was the remark¬ 
ably well-preserved clay or stone 
figure of a prie.st dating back to 
about 2800 B.C..

Los Angelos Count.v’s budget 
of $13,127,241 for highway.s and 
bridges for 1945-16, was 139 per 
cent more than the $5,611,496 
spent by the county for this pur¬ 
pose for 1941-42, California ’Tax¬ 
payers’ Association said today, 
making public its study of spend¬ 
ing for highways and bridges by 
California counties. 

For 1944-45 the county bud¬ 
geted $9,270,018 for highways and 
bridges, but was able to spend 
only $5,615,516, the association 
said. 

A large part of the funds which 
counties spend on roads and 
bridges comes from the gas tax 
and motor vehicle license taxes, 
the association said, pointing out 
that most counties budget all the 
amount they expect to receive 
from these sources. 


.ttoniic physics Is about to enter 
a new era. and the future of the 
science may well be determined 
by the results of experiments 
with new high-energy particles 
which will be accelerated to hun¬ 
dreds of millions and possibly 
billions of electron volts by new, 
atom-smashing machines being' 
built at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

’This was a conclusion of Pro¬ 
fessor J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
noted University of California 
theoretical physicist and leader in 
atomic bomb development in a 
discussion delivered at a meeting 
today on the Berkeley campus of 
the American Physical Society. 

Dr. Oppenheimer said it is 
probable that nuclear physics 
faces the following prospects: 

1. Ftmdamental revision of pres¬ 
ent theories of matter, and a 
consequent extension to new fields 
of science. 

2. ’Hie finding of elementary 
nuclear particles which scientists 
will be able to fit into their 
present scheme of things to give 
a fairly complete picture of the 
atom and of the principles on 
which it works. 

But at the present time. Pro¬ 
fessor Oppenheimer said, atomic 
physicists are frankly puzzled. 
They have no adequate explana¬ 
tions of subatomic particles and 
the way they influence each other. 

From the available information 
it appears, Professor Oppenhei¬ 
mer said, that the best hope of 
scientists to find their way out 
of their dilemma is to duplicate 
the type of atom smashing car¬ 
ried on in nature by cosmic ray.a. 
This duplication may be accomp¬ 
lished by the new atom smashers.
